CLA IM C O M M ITTEE GETS BUSY 


No More Improvements in 1912 Un 


less Ordered By the Board of 


Public Works. 


The regular meeting of tlie city 
council hist night wa- ol more than 
ordinary interest for a halt in the 
reckless expenditures of money was 
ordered and claims for nearly $.'»00 
were held up pending an investiga­ 
tion of their legality. 
A number of 
other 
important 
matters were also 
discussed at some length by the coun- 
cilmen. 
All the members with Mayor 
Swope in the chair were present. 
The preliminary order of business 
w a s carried out as usual until the 
question of allowing the claims was 
brought up, and it was here that the 
opening gun was fired. 
Councilman 
Bu-e, a member of the claim commit­ 
tee, started the ball 
rolling by ob­ 
jecting to several bills which were 
presented 
for concrete 
work. 
The 
bills were tiled by Harry Marberrv. 
a contractor, for work he had done on j 
Pine and Mill streets at the order of 
Councilman Davison, chairman of the 
board of public works. 
Buse stated 
that some of thi- work had been done 
without his knowledge and without 
the knowledge o f the councilmen, and) 
was opposed to city business being 
conducted in such a lax manner. 
His 
complaint wii- directed principally to 
the construction of concrete valleys 
on Mill -treet across Fifth and Sixth 
streets. 
In addressing the coun­ 
cil upon the claims, Mr. Buse spoke 
plainly and said, ‘‘If matters e<> on 
this way with all these extra bill-, 
the city will be bankrupt before the 
close of 1912* 
I don't think that it 
should go on in this way." 
He said 
that the work had been ordered b\ the 
street commissioner or Mr. Davison, 
and he called upon the latter to give 
an explanation. 
In reply Mr. Davison said that he 
did not know upon what ground- the 
objections had been tiled by the other 
members of the council and that the 
work had been going on this way un­ 
der the very eyes of tlie councilmen 
and that they had registered no com­ 
plaint whatever. 
He further stated 
that at a previous meeting it had been 
understood 
that 
where 
proper im- 
piovement- were being made and ii 
wa- necessary that curbing and gut­ 
ter- or valleys across the streets were 
needed, that he should order the work 
done to prevent rhe delay of the im-j 
provements. 
IIe -aid that he had f o l - : 
lowed this suggestion, and wherever a 
vallev was needed he had ordered it

Buse made no reply, 
but Sherma:* Day jumped to hi- feet 
and exclaimed that the work on those 
-treet- were nCce--ary and that he 
beliexed that it should have been done. 
Councilman Mi-cli, who seems to be 
gaining control a- a councilman i- 
leader. -aid that claim- which were 
filed for the work on Mill -treet would 
have to be paid whether there wa- a 
mistake or not. 
He -aid that the 
work had been let either by the chair­ 
man of the board of public work- or 
tlie city engineer, and that the thing 
to do was to pay the claims and then 
stop this sort of bu-iness. 
City Treasurer Charles YY. Burkart 
was pre-ent and gave a short talk on 
the legality of the c laim s and gave the 
council notice that they would be held 
j up until he was assured that they 
were legal and that there would be 
no probability of any one going alter 
j him upon hi- bond.
